MUST SINK NEW  SHArT 


Hope Ic Still Held Out For Men 
Who May be Brought 
To Surface Today 


BOULDER, Colo., Dee.  4.-—The 
twenty odd miners in the Cardinai 
Mine -tunnel where they were en- 
tombed carly this morning follow- 
ing a fire that caused the mine 
portal to cave in’ and destroyed 
the buildings asour the tunnel 
mouth, had not been rescued at 
a late bour tonight. 

More than 100 men were «iz-| 
ging all day and tonight in an ef- 
fort to gain entrance to the mine. 
They were faced with a hard| 
task. <A twenty-foot ‘shaft must 
be sunk into the top of the mine 
tunnel and eighty feet of derbis 
that blocked the passageway when 
the fire burned the timbers, must 
be cleared away. 

The shaft into the tunnel had 
been sunk to a depth of ten feet 
tonight and it was expected that 
at least three hours more would 
be required before the rescuers 
would be able to don gas masks 
and enter the workings. 


A fire breaking.out in the. com- 


pressor room frony where fresh 
ai is driven into the mine. was} 
followed by the cave-in. The fire 


spread to the buildings at the 
mouth of the mine and burned the 
timbering. 


Despite the fear that the en- 
tombed men may have been suf- 
focated by the dense smoke, a 
ray of hope exists as the tunnel 
extends 3,000 fect into the moun 
tains.
